Sydney played like a premiership 
team in beating St Kilda by 
17 points at Waverley Park on 
Saturday.

Mooney, who had only three games 
and three goals to his name for the 
year before Saturday's match, started 
on the back line hut was shifted up to 
centre half-forward for the third quar¬ 
ter.

needed. Within the first seven 
minutes of the third quarter. Mooney 
had two goals on the hoard and had a 
hand in one of Tom Iockett's. 

Suddenh. the Swans started deliv¬ 
ering the hall with precision. Stuart 
Maxlield made some tough tackles. 
Michael O'Diughlin kicked a spectac¬ 
ular goal from an angle, Lockett 
kicked another two. and the Saints 
had gone Irom a 11’-point lead to a 
35-point deficit. 

Lockett finished with four third- 
quarter goals after being held to two in 
the first half by lamie Shanahan. But it 
was his teammates downfield who 
were the matchwinners. 

Hade praised O'lxiughlin's perfor¬ 
mance as fantastic, although criticis¬ 
ing his earlier delivery to Lockett. He 
said O’Diughlin was as good an oppo¬ 
nent as any in the competition. 

That the Saints came back to within 
three goals in the last quarter was 
proof of their determination. It was

The 
rr forwards should have been pre¬ 
senting themselves, not |ust Stewart 
Locwe.” he said. 

And Loewe. thanks to a knock that 
resulted in a cut ear. was held goalless 
after half-time. In the las' term, during 
the Saints' comeback n get within 
three goals of the Swans, he wasted a 
chance to kick a short pass to Peter 
Everiti m an unguarded goal squaife 

Not that St Kildas forwards can 
take all the blame for their ineptitude. 
Paul Roos played another sterling 
game in defence for the Swans. Alves 
admitted that his ploy of tagging Roos 
with layson Daniels failed. 

After the game. Fade was placing 
down Sydney's chances of finishing 
on top of the ladder. In contrast. Alves 
tried his hardest to be upbeat about St 
Kildas finals chances. 

“As long as its mathematically 
possible, it's never the end." said 
Alves. 

But. as Hade observed. St Kilda 
played as if it was its last chance to 
make the eight. For the first half and 
the last quarter, this was certainly so: 
the Saints kicked II goals to six in 
these three quarters.
